Case 358 : Narrative 



Case Vehicle (A): 2003 Ford 



Type: Taurus, 4-door sedan 



Driver: 85- year- old male 

CDC: 06-BLMN-l, 12-FREW-2 



This is a fatal crash; the elderly driver of case vehicle (A) died from thoracic injuries 
sustained in a frontal impact with a tree. 

SITUATION 

1 It was daylight, the weather was clear, and the asphalt parking lot was dry. 2 As the 
elderly male driverof case vehicle (A) backed up from a parked position, the rearof the 
vehicle struck a utility pole guy wire, causing the rear bumper to become snagged on 
the cable. In an attempt to free the vehicle, the driver accelerated forward 3 4 5 6 such 
that the front tires of case vehicle (A) left about 27 m of tire marks in an S -shaped 
pattern (left- right- left) on the asphalt surface. Case vehicle (A) continued an additional 9 
m, climbed a mountable curb on the eastside of the parking lot, and 7 swerved to the 
left just prior to striking a 45-cm diametertree with the rightfront. Case vehicle (A) came 
to rest against the tree facing east and was subsequently towed due to disabling front- 
end damage. 

The police report indicates A-level injuries for the driverof case vehicle (A) who was 
transported to a level-one trauma center. The driver declined invasive treatment and 
succumbed to his injuries ten hours after the crash. 



GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 

8 Overall damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. 9 Direct damage from impact with 
the tree began 15-cm inboard of the right-front bumper corner and extended 45-cm to 
the left. The maximum crush was 40 cm and it occurred just inboard of the right-front 
headlight. 10 Direct damage from contact with the guy wire consists of a vertical cut in 
the left-rear bumper cover just below the left-rear taillight. 11^ There was no underlying 
damage to the rear bumper support. 

12 13 Using the WinSMASH crash-reconstruction program and a crush profile of the 
bumper measured for case vehicle (A), the following impact severity was calculated for 
the offset- frontal impact with the tree:

Attempts were made to download the event data recorder, but the Vetronix software 
does notsupportthe 2003 model year of this vehicle and no EDR files were recovered. 

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

9 14 15 In the front, the damage was concentrated on the right one-third of the bumper 
and above the bumper, including the hood. The rightside of the bumper and the right- 
front portion of the hood were crushed to the rear in a concentric pattern matching the 
shape of the tree. The hood latch did not release but it was damaged and jammed shut. 
The front portion of the hood was crushed to the rear and buckled up. The hood hinges 
were notdamaged but the rearedge of the hood was elevated, although itdid not 



contact the damaged windshield. The windshield was cracked and damaged across the 
entire width but the plastic inner layer was not exposed or penetrated. 

15 16 17 On the leftside, the fender was slightly deformed from remote buckling. The 
left-front tire was flat but not damaged and the leftwheelbase was increased 2 cm. The 
left-rear tire was partially deflated and grassy vegetation was stuck between the tire 
bead and the wheel rim. Both left-side doors were closed and operational and the left- 
side glazing was intact. There was no other left-side damage. 

11 17 18 19 20 n the rear plane, direct damage from contact with the guy wire 
consisted of a vertical cut in the bumper cover near the left-rear corner, directly below 
the left tail light. There was no underlying damage to the bumper support. There was no 
other damage to the rear of the vehicle, the trunk remained closed, and the taillights and 
backlightwere notdamaged. 

14 20 21 On the rightside, the fender was deformed and buckled to the rear. The right- 
front tire was deflated, the wheel and axle were displaced to the rear, and the right 
wheelbase was reduced 16 cm. The lower portion of the right A-pillar was slightly 
deformed and the right-frontdoor hinge was sprung, such thatthe door would not close. 
There was no damage to the right-rear door or to the right-side glazing. There was no 
other right-side damage. 

Interior 

22 23 This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and passengerfrontal-impact 
airbags and both deployed probably during the frontal impact with the tree. 24 25 The 
front- row seatbelts were also equipped with buckle-side pretensioners and the driver- 
side pretensioner deployed but the right-front passenger pretensioner did not. 

26 27 28 29 30 In the driver area, the steering column was not compressed or rotated, 
the steering-wheel rim was not deformed, and there was no damage to, or contact 



marks on, the airbag module flaps. 31 32^33 34 35 36 The airbag was notdamaged but 
there were small bloodstains on the leftside of the center tether stitching, on the right 
side at approximately the 3 o'clock position, and near the bottom at approximately the 5 
o'clock position. 37 38 39 40 There was no damage to the interior panel of the driver 
door, to the left roof sderail, to the sunvisor, to the center rearview mirror, to the roof, or 
to the sunroof, but the windshield was cracked throughout due to cowl distortion. 41 42 
43 44 45 There was no damage to the mid or upper sections of the instrument panel 
directly in front of the steering wheel, but there was a white transfer mark on the edge of 
the upper panel just to the right of the steering wheel and the face of the radio panel 
was cracked and damaged. 46 4_7 There were no scuffmarks on, or dents in, the knee 
bolster, but the cover was misaligned with the right side displaced forward and the left 
side displaced slightly rearward. 48 49 There were no deformations of the toepan, the 
floor, orthe foot controls. 50 51 52 53_ 54 55 56 The fore-aft adjustable brake pedal was 
in a full-rear position. 57 58 59 60 61 

There was no damage to the driver seat, which was also adjusted to the full-rear 
position, but there was a bloodstain on the forward portion of the seat cushion and 
another bloodstain on the center armrest. 62 63_64 65 66 The upper anchorage of the 
shoulder belt was adjusted to a full-up position, there were friction burns on the plastic 
D-ring from loading by the belt webbing, and there were plastic transfer marks on the 
shoulder belt from the D-ring, but there were no obvious signs of belt loading on the 
sliding latch plate. 

57 67 68 In the right-front area, there was no damage to the instrument panel, to the 
windshield header, to the right upper A-pillar, to the interior door panel, to the roof, or to 
the right roof siderail, but the windshield was cracked from contact by the deploying 
airbag. 69_ 70 There was no damage to the dash-mounted frontal-impact airbag orto the 
module cover. 71 The glove box remained closed but the glove-box door was deformed 
and pulled outon the left side. 72 The toepan was deformed and intruded 5-cm to the 
rear. 



73 74 There was no other interior damage in the second seating row. 

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

75 76 The 5-ft, 9-in, 178-lb, 85-year-old male driverwas using the available three-point 
belt, as evidenced by friction burns on the plastic D-ring from loading by the belt 
webbing and there were plastic transfer marks on the shoulder belt from the D-ring, and 
the buckle-side belt pretensioner and steering-wheel airbag deployed during the frontal 
impact with the tree. 

During the impact with the tree, the driver moved forward into the belt restraint, the 
steering-wheel airbag, and the knee bolster. Based on the pattern of injuries and the 
fact that the vehicle swerved to the left just prior to impact with the tree, it is thought that 
the steering wheel was rotated to the left at the time of airbag deployment, causing the 
driver's right forearm to be positioned over the airbag module and his left hand to be 
located nearthe bottom of the steering wheel. The driver sustained an abrasion and 
contusion to the right periorbital area of the face with an underlying orbital fracture, and 
lacerations and contusions to the dorsum of his right hand, possibly from the airbag 
flinging his right hand into his face. He sustained a contusion to the left posterior- lateral 
aspect of the chest, fractures to the lateral and posterior- lateral aspects of left ribs 5 
throughlO, resulting in a left flail chest, a left lung contusion, and fracture to the distal 
aspect of the left humerus, possibly from the airbag driving his left upper arm into the 
leftside of his chest. He sustained a partial transection of the aorta at the isthmus with 
mediastinal hemorrhage, possibly due to shoulder belt loading. He sustained a non- 
displaced fracture of the left acetabulum from left knee contact with the knee bolster, 
and he sustained abrasions to the anterior aspects of the rightand left hips, probably 
from loading by the lap belt. 

The driver had a long history of previous heart surgeries, including multiple bypass 
grafts and aortic and mitral valve replacements. These pre-existing conditions and his 



age probably contributed to his serious and lift-threatening injuries. Due to his previous 
surgeries, he declined further invasive surgery to repair the torn aorta and he died of 
thoracic injuries approximately ten hours after the crash.
